SWORDFISH ING OFF 
GLOUCESTER 


TAST year, when I was visiting 
4 in Boston, I drove up to Glouces- 
er to spend a couple of days 
iround tho waterfront. Few places 
ire 
more 
picturesque 
than 
old 
Jloucester harbor, with the sun 
ihlning on the water and the sturdy 
telling boats, with swelling cenvas, 
gutting out to sea. 


My friend old Capiain Mosqulta 
fold mo about swordflshing. Captain 
Mosqulta is well known about Glou 
/coster—a short, broad-shouldered, 
stocky man, 72 years old now, 
though h e Is far from looking i t 
W hen Captain Mosqulta came to 
^Gloucester from his home in Portu­ 
gal, the fishing boats had only sails. 
Fishing on the Banks is a hard 
enough life today. In those dayB it 
was harder. Men fished over the 
bide with hand lines. 
"And many a time," says Cap­ 
tain Mosqulta, “I had to lash my­ 
self to the rigging to keep from be­ 
ing washed overboard while I was 
fishing." 
, 
The boats would go after fish into 
th e shoal water of the Banks. That 
was all right in good weather. But 
let there come a nor’easter and be­ 
fore he could get away a skipper 
anight be driven into water too 
tehallow for even his little vessel;

a dory and kill a fisherman sitting 
Hit ft.

a weapon of defense—a powerful 
weapon with the drive of that huge 
body, like a Diesel engine, behind it. 
But the sword is only a means of 
getting food. 
We 
went 
aboard 
a 
vessel 
equipped for swordflshing. Up at 
the very top of one of the masts 
there are three cross arms, one 
above the other. On thee© precari­ 
ous perches—precarious, at least, 
to a landlubber—as many as six 
men can stand. They are the look­ 
outs, and they are young men with 
the sharpest of eyes. 
Suddenly one of the men sees the 
fin of a big fish cutting the water; 
or he sees a dark long shape maybe 
three feet down under the surface. 
He sings out to the helmsman, and 
at once the vessel goes in pursuit 
of that protruding fin or that dark 
shape. 
The harpooner Is there at hts 
stand. The vessel draws up on the 
swordfish, nearer, nearer. Now the 
harpooner^ stand is almost over 
that huge hulk. The moment has 
come. 
The harpooner lets drive 
with a swift powerful lunge. Th* 
barb sinks deep into the fish. Th* 
harpooner twists it, then yanks 
away the pole. The barb stays lo 
the fish, and carries the line tc 
which is attached a brightly painted 
barrel 
buoy. 
Whatever the fish 
does, the buoy will stay on th* 
water and mark where the oatcb 
can be found. 
A swordflshing boat may stay oui 
two or three weeks. Some days they 
catch nothing; some days twenty 
fish or more. The fish are cleaned 
and dressed the sam e night they are 
caught, and iced down the next 
morning. At six or seven o'clock 
the lookouts go aloft again. 
These are good days for sword* 
fishers. Within the past ten or fif­ 
teen years that people have come 
to appreciate and demand sword­ 
fish steak.
